of the newly-won masses." 

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that 
George Lincoln Rockwell presently believes that he has 
completed the first two phases in his struggle for power 
and is. well into the. third stage, to wit, "the organizing 
of the people who have been converted to our propaganda . 
The source added that Roclcwell had previously believed 
that he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 
1965, and when defeated, he made the statement that he 
was not ready for stage four.

The New Jersey chapter of the MITE CRUSADERS OP IHE . 
NORa?H held a rally and crossfburning in an open field off the 
Cedarville Road. Cedarville, ^ N.J. > between the ho\irs of 8:00 *- , 
8:35 P^iii. on 11/5/66. Approximately 80-85 spectators were 
present. The rally was opened by BEN SPRANG (phonetic) Of Wil-- '■- 
mington, Deia^^are, who introduced FRANK ¥. ROTELLA, JR. as thfe 
leader of the New Jersey chapter of the- VHITE CRUSADERS and the 
guest speaker as ROY PRANKHOUSER of Pennsylvania. SPRANG, . ''■• 
speaking from a flat bed truck bearing the name "Cherivitch, 
RD #2, Palatine Road, Elmer, N.J.", referred to himself as a ' 
general contractor and former Klan member, 

PRANKHOUSER spoke about New Jersey being one of the most 
unconstitutional states in the nation because of its recently 
enacted gun law and suppression of right w)fe.ing demonstrations. 
PRANKHOUSER decried the loss of firearms to citizens of New Jersey 
for self-protection vfciile Negroes are allowed to commit acts of iCSH 
assualt, robbery and rape. He made reference to ABRAHAM LINCOLN'S 
freeing of the slaves and claiiaed that had EXEEEK LINCOLN lived, 
he would have shipped the Negroes to Liberia to form their own 
nation, PRMIOTOUSER ended his speech with an announcement that 
another rally and crossburning would be held at that: site on 11/19/66. 

PRANKHOUSER 'was followed by an unidentified white female

On August 24, 1966, a confidential source advised 
that plans had been made by the UKA to march in robes in 
Anne Arundel County, Maryland, beginning about 6:30 p.m. 
August 26, 1966, at the Department of Motor Vehicles, Ritchie 
Highway, Glen Burnie, Maryland. The source advised that; 
ROY C. FRANKHOUSER, a Klan leader from Pennsylvania, and other 
Klansmen from Pennsylvania were expected to participate in ' 
the march. . '

On August 25, 1966, Captain 
Unit, Anne Arundel County Police Department , furnished 
substantially the same information. He advised that the 
march would be led by LAYTON BRAUN , King Kleagle .of the UKA 
in Maryland and that the group expected to- march on foot 
along the side of the highway from the Maryland Department of 
Motor' Vehicles through the business district of Glen Burnie 
and put to the firehouse'at Ferndale , Maryland, then .return ' 
to the center of Glen Burnie where they would disperse. 
He stated that LAYTON BRAUN had^ advised him that the .purpos^ 
of the march was to recruit members into the. UKA.

jne UKA apparently aia not obtain the amount- of participants 
that they expected for the march and he advised that the 
march was replaced by a motorcade cons.isting of a station 
wagon and two small open trucks. Six robed Klansmen rode 
in the ■ open trucks which followed the planned route of the 
march. The motorcade drew little attention in the heavy 
traffic in the Glen Burnie area. It started at aporoximately 
/:iu p,m, and finished at 8:15 p.m. The motorcade^ stopped 
briefly at the Ferndale firehouse, but no speeches were made. 
Ihe, prp up dispersed .after returning, to Glen Burnie. Captain 
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aavxsea that there were no incidents and no arrests 



in connection with this activity.

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he stated that if it were not for the police officers present 
the park would have been virtually empty during LUTHARDT^ s 
talk.

On August 22, 1966,, a confidential source advised 
that plans had been made at the meeting of Klavern #1 of the 
UKA, Baltimore, Maryland on August 21, 1966, to have a 
recruiting march on Sunday afternoon, August 28, 1966. 
According to this source, the march was to begin at 33rd and Keswick 
and was to march through the Hampden area of Baltimore. The 
purpose of the march was to recruit members into the UKA.

advised that menibers of the UKA, dressed dn Klan robes, met 
at Remington Avenue and Wyman/Park Avenue at 2:00 p.m. on 
August 28, 196 6. There were ten persons in Klan robes and ^ 
two security guards in uniform. There were approximately 
eight other individuals which met with, this group. The twenty 
persons marched through the business and residential area of 
the Hampden section of Baltimore from 2 : 00 p.m. Until approxi- 
mately 3:20 p.m. They passed out copies of the July issue of 
"The Fiery Cross," a publication, of the UKA. 

There were no incidents and no arrests in connection 
with this activity. . '
